It is 
probable, that, in the following Sketch, aiming at giving only ſuch 
information as appeared abſolutely material, and endeavouring to com- 
apreſs: the ſubje& as much as poſſible, he may not have furniſhed par- 
ticulars as minute, and detailed, as ſome Readers would wiſh; but as 
his deſire throughout the whole, was to avoid every thing whieh might 
appear redundant, he hopes that intention will excuſe any appearance 
of omiſſion. In ſome inſtances, in order to mark alterations of duty, 
however trifling, or bring different heads into an immediate view, it 
* been neceſſary to repeat articles almoſt in the ſame words. 


The preſehtPhblication may, perhaps, be more properly conſidered 
as a Collection and Digeſt of various Financial Statements, which,

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| FINANCES OF IRELAND. 


N treating of the Modern Revenue of Ireland, there can be but little 
I occaſion to notice the objects that anciently contributed to the trea · 
ſary of it's kings; no veſtige of them remaining in the Fiſcal Code of 
the preſent day. Unavailing indeed, muſt the inveſtigation of the 
antiquarian prove, who ſhould aim at diſcovering any thing like the 
public contributions of the ſeventeenth, and eighteenth centuries, in 
the hiſtory of a people deſtitute of trade, unacquainted with mechanic 
arts, and whoſe ſupreme monarch received cattle, and the ' crude 
materials neceſſary for clothing, as the tribute of his dependants. 
 , This is to be underſtood of the Aborigines Iriſh, for at the comin g 
over of Henry II. and during a ſeries of years antecedent, the principal 
ſea. ports were in poſſeſſion of the Danes, or their deſcendants; who 
like all the maritime nations of the north poſſeſſed along with a ſpirit of 
enterpriſe and induſtry, a knowledge of commerce, and manufactures; 


with them a revenue was furniſhed by impoſts on their exports, imports, 


Kc. Many of their coins ſtill to be found, afford ſufficient proof of their 
knowledge of that great medium of trade — money. 
Ihe revenue derived by the firſt Engliſh ſovereigns was very incon- 


ſiderable, _— only from the ſubjects within the narrow limits of 
* the 
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the pale, and vonſiſtec of various branches analogous to thoſe which 
compoſed the Engliſh 1 revenue at that time, viz.

Of theſe, but a very ſmall remnant enter into the modern revenue 


| of Ireland. Beſides the foregoing, the crown received emolument 


from other taxes, of which at preſent we have little or no account. 
Theſe were often levied by the ſole prerogative of the ſovereign, and | 
in general on occaſions of emergency or danger: as Aids, Scutage, or 


= Eſcuage, Hydage and Carucage. The Scutage appears to have been 


eſtabliſhed in the reign of Henry II. the firſt Engliſh ſovereign con- 
nected with Ireland, and fixed at 2os. for each Knight's fee, but was 
afterwards generally received at the rate of two marks, or 1/. 6s, 84» 

Henry made grants of lands to many of his followers, ſubject to

Although the footing which Maury had gained in Ireland was pur- 
chaſed at ſo little bloodſhed, and expence, the cofitinuance of his very 
limited dominion was afterwards exceedingly burdenſome to him, and 
ſeveral of his ſucceflors. For more than four hundred years the Engliſh 
tenure was ſo Precarious in Ireland, that far from derivin'g the advan- 
tages, which in a ſettled ſtate, it muſt be ſo capable of affording to 
England, it was in general a ſource of expence for 3 g even an 
acknowledgment of Engliſh authority. 

The revenue raiſed upon the ſubjects within the pale was * 
in their ordinary defence, and when any ambitious or enterprizing 
chieftain made head againſt the Engliſh government, it became 
neceſſary to furniſh n and remittances from England to repel the 
attack. 

To the time of m VII. the revenue of which we have any 
accounts, ſeldom exceeded $oool. a year. In the reign of his grand- 
daughter Mary we find a new ſource of revenue, which might have 
furniſhed an incentive to national induſtry much ſooner than it took 
place : this was a tribute paid by Philip of Spain for allowing his 
ſubjects to fiſh on the north coaſt of Ireland, having in 1553 obtained 
the Queen's licenſe for that purpoſe. for 21 years, paying 1000l. yearly 
for the ſame; and which appears to have been brought into the 
Exchequer of Ireland.* 

In the reign of Elizabeth, Ireland became an bee of . 

expence to England; inſomuch, that the charge of the firſt 15 years 
amounted to 490, 7791. 75. 64d. while the whole produce of the Iriſn 
revenue for the ſame period was but 120, oool. or 8000l. per annum. 

The ſubſidies granted by the parliament of Ireland in aid of the 
ſettled duties &c. from the reign of Henry VII. conſiſted of a land- tax of

In this we may obſerve that regard was had to property e than extent; for Connaught 
though nearly as large as Leiriſter pays but about half as much, and Ulſter, which was a good 
deal larger, pays only ten-thirteenths of Leinfter.

money. They were given to, the Lord Lieutenant; and other ſtate 
officers, and they are neſerved to them by the act of ſettlement : but 
by a king's letter of April 20, 1763, the Port-corn-rents accruing to 
the Chief Governor are ordered to be paid to the Commiltioners of the 
Revenue for the uſe of the crown, in future.

He 
ranſacked old records for the crown's title; this he ſubmitted to a jury, 
who in caſe of not finding it as expected, were cited to the Caſtle or 
Star- chamber, and there fined enormoufly. Strafford exulted highly in 
a letter to Charles of the policy of this ſcheme, as it muſt at all events 
be productive to the Exchequer ; for if the crown's title was found, the 
land would not be reſtored without a very heavy fine, and if the jurors 
and Star- refuſed finding the title, the exceſſive Star- chamber fines upon them

Poundage is the moſt ancient duty for which we find any parlia-- 
mentary record. It was payable to the crown upon all merchandizes 
imported into, or exported out of the kingdom to be ſold, . m_— 
wines, and oils, which. pay cuſtom by way of Tonnage. 

In England it was granted by parliament as far back as in 1 379 5

'They were 
nominally offerings, or gifts to the crown, though generally extorted what aroſe 
from the ſubject, for grants, and confirmations of various liberties, and from. _ 
franchiſes ; alſo paid by tenants in capite for licenſes to marry, or that 
they might not be compelled to marry ; for liberties relative to trade, 
or commerce; for the king's favour or to remit his diſpleaſure ; for his 
protection; for reſtitution of lands, or as diſcharges from reſtitution ;

Various other Fines arifing from law proceedings, are immaterial to 
particularize : however, Forfeited Recognizances, if duecare were taken 
to eſtreat them into the Exchequer, and execution had thereon accord- 
ingly, might ſtill add a conſiderable ſum to the revenue; or, at leaſt, 
tend to the better execution of the laws: a circumſtance, which the 
frequent outrages in Ireland, afford lamentable proof of being highly

This 
act, however in ſome inſtances it may tend to the oppreſſion of innocent, and unwary indivi- 
duals, has yet been attended with more ſalutary conſequences towards preſerving the public 


peace, than any act which has been paſſed for a number of years—the difficulty of finding 


bail, from the certainty of ſuffering, if forfeited, cauſes a degree of caution and circumſpection 
in many of the moſt diſſolute diſpoſition, and fully Juſtifies the ſanguine hopes entertained 
from this act. |

parliament. Two circumſtances, as Dr. Campbell obſerves, are worthy 
notice relative to the Alnage#—One is, that it is the only part of the 
hereditary revenue where the whole duty came to the crown without 
deduction, the officers fees being paid by the ſubject: The other is, that 
the alienation (undiſputed for above a hundred years paſt) proves incon- 
teſtibly the dominion of the crown over all parts of the hereditary 
revenue which are not ſſ ſpecially guarded againſt alienation by poſitive 
acts of parliament.

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trymen on other accounts, certainly deſerves no reverence for his agency 
in this buſineſs. In return for the act of ſettlement by which Charles 
II. ſecured to the republican ſoldiers all the lands which had been given 
to them by the Commonwealth and Cromwell, the Parliament, three- 


fourths of which were perſonally intereſted in the validity of thoſe 


grants, ſettled the hereditary revenue upon the king, by which they 
parted with one of their moſt valuable privileges, a perpetual control over 
the purſe of the nation. Had not the advanced price of every neceſlary, 
and the enlargement of the military eſtabliſhment increaſed the expenſes 
of government beyond even the produce of this ample revenue, they 
might never again have ſeen a parliament aſſembled in the kingdom. 
The neceflities of James II. to ſupport the cauſe of his expiring roy- 
alty, obliged. him to recur for aid to parliament. It was however an 
aſſembly ſo partially conſtituted, and garbled, as could have little claim 
to be called the repreſentatives of the people, and we find only fix pro- 
teſtants, f members of the Houſe of Commons. Thus aſſembly, intirely

revenue to farm, therefore if the King granted any more penſions upon the eſtabliſhment, it

At the concluſion of the Earl's adminiſtration, the revenue was put into the hands of Mr. 
Pitts, Sir John Barber, and Sir William Petty for nine years, to act as managers or commiſ- 
ſioners thereof.

which was an increaſe of {40,000 beyond the ſtatement of Sir William Petty in 1672, (Ibid.

The duties of 1692, were continued by 7 William III. c. 1, but 
being found inſufficient, were afterwards enlarged by a duty of one penny 
halfpenny per pound upon tobacco; 12d. per yard upon old drapery, ex- 
cept of Engliſh manufacture, 4d. per yard upon new drapery, except 
Britiſh—upon muſlin, and callico 49. per ell, and upon all linen imported, 
except Scotch, 6d. per ell—upon every yard of Scotch cloth 64. upon 


every ton of wine, except Spaniſh, 3/. By this addition the whole duty 


on tobacco was 4d. per pound. Theſe duties were granted by 7 William 
III. c. 16, and ordered to continue till Chriſtmas 1699.

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For the eaſy applotting of this tax, it was ordered that each barony, 
&c. ſhould bear ſuch proportion, as it had been uſually aſſeſſed at, to- 
wards the public charges, by preſentment of the Grand Furies at the Aſſizes 
or Quarter Seſons: the ſaid proportions to be aſcertained by the major 


part of the Commiſſioners appointed, and made by this act. 


In the fame ſeſſion an act paſſed (cap. 4) for completing the ſupply 
to his Majeſty and to enable him to build and finiſh: the barracks of the 
kingdom.—This act granted an additional duty of 14. per pound upon 
tobacco from Chriſtmas 1698, to Chriſtmas 1702, and an additional 
14d. per pound on the ſame, from thence to Chriſtmas 1703, making 
the whole of the additional duty on tobacco 6d. per pound. 

In this ſeſſion (1698) paſſed that remarkable act 10 William III. c. 5, 
for laying an additional duty upon woollen manufactures exported out of 
Ireland being 4s. per yard upon broad cloth of Iriſh manufacture, and 
25. in the pound value upon all new drapery made or mixed with wool 


| (frizes only excepted) for three years from Lady-day 1699.— This act 


had not in any degree for its object the produce of revenue, and is to be 


conſidered merely as an act of prohibition ariſing from an illiberal jea- 


louſy in the Engliſh woollen manufacturers at that period. — The Lords 
Juſtices in their ſpeech on the opening of the ſeſhon® recommended the 
linen manufacture to be encouraged inſtead of the woollen: which, 
ſaid they, Being the ſettled ſtaple trade of England, from whence all 
foreign markets are ſupplied, can never be encouraged here for the 
% purpoſe.” Although this act contributed in a great degree to cruſh 


the clothing trade -in Ireland, it was attended ultimately, with very 


prejudicial conſequences to Great Britain.—The encouragement having 
ceaſed for working up the new material Woor, a contraband trade was 
carried on in that article, with the French, and Flemings, which in- 
creaſed to ſuch an alarming height, as to call for 1 1 n 
of the Legiſlature to ſuppreſs. 

On a review of the parliamentary events which occur in this reign, 
particularly in the department of Finance, there will be found but few

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periods in the annals of the country, which appear with ſo much diſad- 
vantage : nor a ſovereign, who at the ſame time that he enjoyed con- 
ſiderable popularity, and whoſe memory is ſtill ſo much cheriſhed, has 
left upon the Journals of Parliament, ſo many records of an abſolute diſ- 
regard for the rights of the ſubject. Few characters have been more 
generally miſunderſtood, through the repreſentations of oppoſite parties, 
than that of WiLLIaM.—As'an able General, and a Prince poſſeſſed of 
all that courage, and high ſenſe of honour which ſo peculiarly diſtin- 
guiſhed the Houſe of Orange, there are abundant proofs : witneſs his 
ralivious obſervance of the articles of Limerick, which preſerved the 
rights of the Roman Catholics inviolate during the whole of his reign, 
and which were ſo ſhamefully broken under his ſucceſſor, of whaſe 
toryiſm, and inclination to inſure the crown to a papiſt, there c can be 
little room to doubt. 

But William with great military, and ſome political talents, was ex- 
ceedingly deficient in the character of a Legiſlator, or of the enlarged 
views becoming the Sovereign of a great people. Implicitly obedient 
to a party in a nation where he was a ſtranger, and whole ideas were 
only congenial with thoſe of his native country, in the little ſpirit of 
trading monopoliſts; we firſt find an attempt to tax the country by an 
n of the Engliſh Privy Council, to be regiſtered in the Iriſh 
parliament ; and afterwards an act paſſed for the avowed purpoſe of de- 
ſtroying the riſing manufactures of the kingdom, leſt they ſhould claſh 
with thoſe of Britain. The narrow policy of D*Avenant (whoſe notions 
of trade, went with the popular tide of the age in which he lived) openly 
recommended every means of diverting the Iriſh from manufactures, 
and hindering their population from increaſe; under an idea, that Eng- 
land was able to ſupply all foreign demands, and that for every pound 
of Iriſh woollens ſold, a pound 4 Engliſh muſt remain at home. Nay 
more, that encouraging the linen manufacture of Ireland would preju- 
dice the trade of England with Hamburgh.*—But as a noble writer

The year 1785, diſtinguiſhes itſelf as a particular zra in the hiſtory 
of the finances of Ireland; it would however be foreign to the intention 

Sm of this Sketch, to enter into a particular detail of the circumſtances which

tages derived from the participation of the Colony-trade, and removal of

The immenſe capitals of the Britiſh merchants, and their ability to to 
furniſh every variety of manufacture which foreign markets could de- 
mand ; proved deciſive advantages over a country circumſtanced as Ire- 
land was, with little circulating wealth, and its induſtry, except it in the 

linen trade, unuſed to exertion. _ 

It was diſcovered that the opening of the home markets of the two 
countries to each other, bid fair to be mutually advantageous : and it 


was perhaps that point of all others, upon which the opinions of the

Various circuſtances combined to overthrow 
this ſcheme, and of the above ſum a large balance remained unapplied.

out in Scotland, upon which 70,000/. was ordered to be raiſed at 4 per Neu toan, 
cent. for the providing of arms for the militia, and N batteries for * ns 


the ſecurity of the harbour of Cork. 
The Earl of Cheſterfield, who was then Chief Cad ſenfible of 


the incapacity of the country to make any great exertion, which might 


create conſiderable expence, reſiſted even the withes of many Members 


in the Houſe of Commons to augment the army; and at a ſeaſon of fo 


much difficulty, conducted the buſineſs of Government with ſuch wiſ- 
dom, and prudence, as to preſerve the country not only ſecure, but per- 
fectly tranquil. He gave a leſſon of ceconomy well worth imitation to 
his ſucceſfors, in his regard for the finances of the country, for out of 
the above parliamentary grant of o, oool. but 40,000/. was raiſed.

This conduct, however popular at that day, has ſince been confidered 
as an effort of party to obtain power, in which they were then not only 
difappointed, but the greateſt part of the money was ſoon after n 
out of the Treaſury by virtue of King's-letters. 

The Revenue ſtill continued to riſe, and in 1755, the accumulation 
had been ſo great, that the Committee of Accounts voted the amount on 
the ſurplus to be no leſs than 471,404/. 55. 61d. 

From this period, the duties forming the Loan-fund were dropped, 
and the balance of the Loan paid by a King's-letter out of the Revenue 
at large. Theſe duties were not revived again till ſeflion 1759. 

A train of artillery being purchaſed, and other military expenſes ari- 
fing, ſoon began to reduce the large unapplied ſurplus. Added to this, 
the prevailing party in the Houſe of Commons having been thwarted in 


_ their application of the redundancy in the Treaſury ; they wiſhed te 


avoid further conteſts of that kind; and they adopted a new line of con- 


| duct, which continued to prevail for many years after. 


When the bill was returned to Parliament, a Committee of the Houſe of Commons was 
appointed to compare it with the tranſmiſs, who reported that theſe words had been added:

We mult alſo take into account the ſcarcity of corn in 1756, and 
1757, which cauſed a decreaſe in the Exciſe; (ſo conſiderable a part of 
it ariſing from the diſtillery, and brewery :) the increaſe in the manage- 
ment of the Revenue to prevent ſmuggling ; and the extravagant grants 
of penſions; inſomuch, that thoſe upon the Civil Eſtabliſhment, exceeded 
all other charges of the Civil Liſt by no leſs than 20, 258. 4s. 71d. All 
theſe circumſtances, contributed to reduce the country from that ſtate 
of ſeeming affluence, in which it appeared from the government of the 
Earl of Cheſterfield, till the concluſion of the Marquis of Hartington's. 

During the adminiſtration of the Duke of Bedford (who ſucceeded 
the Marquis in 1757) the Revenue continued to decline, and the ex- 


penſes to riſe conſiderably ; but that being a period of war, doubtleſs the 
decline of commerce and the increaſe of expence in the military depart- 


ment,* were amongſt the calamities almoſt inevitable during ſuch a pe- 
riod, however a profuſe miſapplication of ſeveral ſums in the civil de- 
partment, gave juſt reaſon for complaint, and particularly marked the

wards the concluſion of 1759, that it became neceſſary to order 1 50, ooo. 
to be raiſed at 4 per cent. upon debentures to be made transferable.* 

This is to be conſidered as the origin of the Funded Debt of Ireland. For 
the payment of the intereſt of this ſum, certain duties were granted. 


In the beginning of 1760, his late Majeſty having ordered a conſiderable 


_ augmentation of his forces, it became neceſſary to recur to another Loan

1 50,000/. was ordered to be reduced to 4 per cent. and the remainder 
Loan intereſt to continue at 5 per cent. until diſcharged. 

The rapidity which this debt was contratied, in leſs than ſeven years, 
compared with the ſums borrowed from the acceſſion of George I. to the 
year 1746, during a period of more than f hirty years, to ſupport the 
expenſes. of putting the kingdom into a ſtate of defence during two long 
wars, and two rebellions, is particularly ſtriking ; and it ſeems difficult to 
reconcile ſo great a diſparity. But we muſt take into conſideration that 
this long and expenſive war, which terminated in 1763, was the firſt in 
which Ireland was called upon for a contribution. Former wars only 
required, that Ireland ſhould protect herſelf; the war of 1756, demanded 
ſupplies for protecting the empire at large; and that too, from an un- 

founded eſtimate of the ability of the country. There was upon the 
whole too much reaſon to complain of a miſmanagement of the trea-

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ſure of the nation, and a want of regard to the intereſts of its inha- 
habitants.* From this period, we ſhall ſee the debt continually increaſe, 
notwithſtanding ſeveral efforts for reducing it, owing to * increaſe of 
expenditure in every department.

In conſequence of the 
report of a Committee of the Houſe of Commons, two acts were paſſed, 
one to ſtop the diſtillery for a certain time, the natural conſequence of 
which was a decreaſe in the exciſe ; and the other, to prevent the ex- 
portation of corn. This laſt, according to the 1 of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, prevented the calamity of famine. 

In the next ſeſſion of Parliament 1767, an additional 100, ooo. was Ay 3 
ordered to be raiſed, and it was propoſed to augment the army to 15, 235 

men: but owing to the heavy debt of the nation, and the ſum obliged 

to be borrowed, to defray even the ordinary expenſes, this meaſure was 

forced to be laid aſide. f 
In May 1769, 30, ooo. had been borrowed, for which an intereſt y0,c00k 24 
of 31 per cent. was ordered to be paid; and for 100, oool. ordered to be 3 


borrowed to make good the deficiencies in the aids of ſeſſion 1769, four

In this ſeſſon, 1769, the bill for granting the Loan duties was rejected upon a diviſion g4

The commencement of Lord Harcourt's government promiſed much 
advantage to Ireland, it had the ſupport of ſome very diſtinguiſhed, and _ 
popular characters. The addition of a board of exciſe, created in the former 
adminiſtration was revoked, anda conſiderable ſaving made in conſequence, 

In the beginning of the ſeſſion 1773 the very defirable offer of an Ab- 
ſentee tax was made on the part of Government. and what may ſeem 1 
matter of aſtoniſhment, rejected. It owed its fate perhaps more to the rejected. 
having proceeded from Government, than to a due eſtimate of its advan- 
tages, or defects. It was propoſed, that a tax of 2s. in the pound 
„ ſhould be laid upon the nett rents and annual profits of all lands, &c. ; 
«in Ireland, to be paid by all perſons who ſhould not actually reſide in that 
| «© kingdom for the ſpace of fix months in each year, from Chriſtmas 
„ 1773, to Chriſtmas 1775. A meaſure which might appear in ſome 
degree unfavourable to the intereſts of England, could not with decency 
be preſſed by the repreſentatives of an Engliſh Government. They of- 
fered it for the approbation of the Iriſh Parliament, but left all their 
connections at perfect freedom in deciding upon the queſtion; and ac- 
cordingly, we find ſeveral of the ſervants of the Crown voted againſt it. 
Upon the diviſion“ there appeared 102 for, and 121 againſt the tax. 
In the fame ſeſſion, 1773, it was propoſed to raiſe the ſum wanted, 
being 265, oool. by annuities, with benefit of ſurvivorſhip, at 6 per cent. .

This ſcheme was held forth by the Secretary of the day, as a maſter- 
piece in finance; as being little leſs than an actual gain of ſo much, 
without adding in the leaſt to the debt, as the principal was never to be 
refunded. And according to this fallacious mode of arguing, thoſe an- 
nuities, becauſe irredeemable, are never taken into calculation as form- 
ing part of the national debt of Ireland; although at this time, above 
thirteen years ſince the ſubſcription, if the nation was in a capacity to 
redeem them, and the holders inclined to ſell, they could be valued at 


very little leſs than the original ſum ſubſcribed.* On the other hand, 


looking to the time when they are to expire, no one can decidedly ſay 
at what period it ſhould be calculated. There is an inſtance directly in

In March 1778, on account of the French having united their arms 
with thoſe of the revolted Colonies in North America, 300, oool. was or- 
dered to be raiſed by a Tontine at 6 per cent. however, ſuch was the

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This view of the account for 1787 appears much more unfavourable 
than that preſented for 1786. The Hereditary Revenue having de- 
creaſed 12,2077. gs. 51d. and the Additional Duties no leſs than 4.2,860/. 
6s. 113d. making the whole decreaſe on the Ordinary 3 above 
5 5,000/. 

The Stamp Davies, and Poſt-Office Revenue, alſo fell conſiderably |

a cloſe one; the plan for reducing the intereſt on the National Debt, he 


profeſſed, ſtill continued his object, and he was inclined to confider 
Lotteries as the beſt means for producing that effect. Having had 


communication with the moneyed people in both kingdoms, he ſelected 


that propoſal which he confidered beſt, and ſubmitted it to Parliament. 


This offered to lend the Public ' 400,000). at 3z per cent. in order to

Theſe propoſals, as s being the beſt offered to the Chancellor of the | 


Exchequer, were, after ſome debate, adopted by Parliament. 


It was objected, that the making a bargain for a ſecond year was a 


novel idea 1 in finance; that Government ſhould' wait to ſee the effect 


of the firſt year, and according to the advantages derived by the' Con- 


tractors, make a better bargain for the Public in the next. But it 
was natural to infer, that as the bargain for this year might not turn 
out ſo profitable as predicted, the terms of the ſucceeding year would 
be depreciated to the Public; which fairly done away this objection! 
The moſt plauſible argument againſt this plan was, that the holders'of 
che preſent ſecurities under Government, a numerous body, many of 
«them widows, -orphans, and people in the decline of life; whoſe pro- 
perty was chiefly inveſted in thoſe funds, would-not' only ſuffer a di- 
minutlon in their income, but lie at the mercy of the Contractors to

with each individual holder. It was alſo urged, that no conſideration 
ſhould have been made to the Contractors for taking the Treaſury- bills 


at 24d. as they were eagerly ſought for at par, and very ſoon bore a 


premium : but it was very juſtly obje&ed to this, that it would appear 
an arbitrary ſtep in the Legiſlature to force the national creditors to take 


new bills at 24d. for what had borne 3d. per day, and which, according 


to the act by which they were conſtituted, were to be received as ſpecie 


at a certain period. The idea that the 31 per cent. Debentures were 


rapidly purchaſed at above go, and the tickets at 7/. was likewiſe ob- 
jected as a ſtrong argument, that a much better bargain might be made 


for the Public. It was however to be conſidered, that the Contractors, 


who took all poſſible riſk, and were bound to make ſuch large pay- 
ments into the Treaſury, before they could turn their tickets into caſh, 
ſhould have the probability bf gain to compenſate their loſs of intereſt, 
and trouble in the negociation. But above all, it was worthy of re- 
mark, that thoſe arguments were urged, after that bargain had been 
cloſed ; which the Chancellor of the Exchequer ſolemnly averred he 
had ſelected from the great number of propoſals made, as the beſt and 
moſt advantageous to the Public: and, in fact, the objections flowed 
principally from thoſe who had been diſappointed by their ' propoſals. 
being rejected, and who came forward with complaints, which they had 
in their power to have prevented by making better offers than 1. | 


which were accepted. 
It ſhould be noticed hows, that there was an apparent addition. to the

The recruiting ſorvilel which always cauſed a deduQtion of 2000 men 
from the army, was propoſed to be carried on in future by a diſtin fund, 
which would enable Government to keep I000 nearer the number; 
and by this. means there would be, upon the whole, an increaſe of 1954 
men. The increaſe of expenſe on the Military Eſtabliſhment, by this 
new arrangement, was calculated at 30,062/. There was, however, a 
further expenſe, for making good to the officers of cavalry the loſs they 
thould ſuſtain by the new regulations, amounting to 25,000/. which 
Government intended to make u p by three annual payments.

From this view it appears, that there has been an increaſe in the 
Hereditary Revenue over the preceding year of 21, 2840. 155. 47d. 
the Revenue from the Stamp Duties and Poſt-Office alſo increaſed, 


and the produce of the Appropriated Duties was conſiderably higher 


than in 1788, but the Additional Duties decreaſed 35, 2611. 25. 84d. 
Upon the whole, the groſs amount of the Revenue exceeded that of 
the former year by 15, 693. 16s. 924. but the deductions from this 
Groſs Revenue alſo increaſed prodigiouſly, being 54, 422. 175. greater 
than thoſe of 1788, which cauſed the clear Revenue of 1789 to de leſs 
than that of the former year by 54,0221.

But al- 
though this exceſs occurs, there were, nevertheleſs, many heads of 


expenditure that appeared in a much more favourable point of view, 
than in the accounts laſt returned. The exceedings upon Concordatum 


(an article ſo frequently cenſured) had decreaſed 25, o56l. 16. 91d. 


The amount of King's Letters was even within the ſum mentioned by 


the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and leſs than thoſe of 1788 by 


21,688“. 16s. 83d. The Civil Liſt, however, had increaſed above 
8000!/. ariſing almoſt wholly from the addition of new pentions. The 
Military Liſt increaſed 29,046/.

There will then remain but the amount of the Bank Anndlty; ſtated 
at 45,0007. and the Tontine and Short Annuities, which would require 
but about 51,000/. making the whole of the demand upon the Loan 
Fund 96, oool. per annum, and ſuppoſing the Fund not to increaſe 
beyond the produce of 1789, would leave a clear ſurplus of no leſs than 
90,0007. per annum. This ſeems ſo conſiderable, and ariſing out of a 
Fund formed of ſuch duties as compoſe the Loan, demands particular 
attention in its diſpofal. The great ſource of this Fund is the duty 


upon foreign and home-made fi pirits: And here the oecaſion directly

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But however ſenſible Parliament muſt have been, of the truth of ; 
thoſe complaints, ſtill the fear of endangering the produce of the Re- 
venue; eſpecially where appropriated: to ſuch a purpoſe as diſcharging 


the intereſt due to the Public Creditors, made them liſten with great 


caution to the applications, and abſtain from almoſt any ſtep which 
might place;home-made ſpirits. beyond the ain enjoyment of the 


loweſt orders of the community. 


Whenever it ſhall happen, that the Tonk Fund ſhall be productive 
of a large ſurplus, no reaſon can be urged againſt conſiderably raifing 
the duty upon ſpirits, from an apprehenſion that it may leſſen the 


amount of the produce; as the demand upon the Fund will be ſo far 
reduced, as to be- able to bear the riſk of a. decreaſe in the Revenue. 


But even this decreaſe. may prove imaginary ;- for ſhould doubling the 


duty reduce the Diſtillery one-half, the actual produce to the Revenue 


muſt be till the ſame, and the neceſſary conſequence of diminiſhing 
the conſumption of ſpirits mult be, increafingthe Brewery; which would 


add the to Revenue at large, by a natural increaſe in the amount of the 
Exciſe on Beer, Ale, and Porter. Should the ſurplus prove very con- 


ſiderable, an appropriation might be made of a part, for further pro- 
moting the tillage of the country, by an addition to the bounty on the 
export of corn, which would more than compenſate for any decreaſe i in 


the conſumption of grain, by the Diſtillery being leſſened. 
The ſum then remaining unpaid, would be merely the amount of 


the Bank Capital ; which, perhaps, it might be of more advantage to 
have continued at the reduced annuity, as forming a ſafe, and conve- 
nient Fund for veſting the property of individuals.

Hearth-money has been frequently, and, on many accounts, with 
juſtice complained of: Its exaction upon the moſt miſerable peaſantry 
any where to be found, demands ſome confideration. The exemptions 


under the law are fo limited, that the number of houſes excuſed in 
Ireland on account of poverty, 1s proportionably much ſmaller, than 
in n.

for the indigent, and neceſſitous, not a twentieth part of the habitations 
(if ſuch they may be called) are excuſed from paying hearth- money. 
A commutation of this tax for one upon windows might produce an 
equal revenue, without any part of it being raiſed upon the wretched 
cottages at preſent liable to the hearth-tax. Many, perhaps the 
greater part of thoſe cottages, have not a window, but none can k be 


deſtitute of a fire-place. 


objections to the tax: In making the aſſeſſment, the officer may chargeas 
many hearths as he thinks fit ; and the number can only be aſcertained, 
by allowing him permiſſion to examine every apartment in the houſe ;

under five, pay one ſhilling for each, the rate varying proportionably 

higher, according to the number of windows, in different claſſes, 


This tax might be aſſeſſed parochially, as in England, and the expenſe 


of collection paid in like manner: In England it coſts under 3 per cent. 


for collection, it might, perhaps, be done in Ireland for 5, whereas 
the preſent hearth-tax coſts (as has been ſhewn) above 16 per cent. 
for the ſalaries and incidental charges of collecting. Other branches 
of the Revenue might alſo admit of modification. But an attention to 
promote the rifing commercial intereſts of Ireland, by aiding the vent 


of the produce of her induſtry, and enablin g her to receive with ad- 


vantage the returns made by other nations in raw materials, or bullion, _ 
merits even ſuperior regard. 
The trade with Spain and Portugal“ is „ deſerving of 
encouragement ; as demanding ſuch a quantity of ſlight woollens, plain 
and printed linens, corn, and other proviſions : But the return being 
chiefly in wine, fruits, and Bullion, the latter article, (however deſirable ' 
to a commercial nation) is, from the want of a proper market, received 
with particular diſadvantage by Ireland. It appeared in evidence before 
a Committee of the Houſe of Commons of Ireland in 1789, that a loſs 
of 21 per cent. had been ſuſtained upon bullion remitted to a merchant 
in Dublin; as it was obliged to be ſent to London for diſpoſal, at a loſs 
ſo conſiderable. To remedy this, and accelerate the circulation of 


eſpecie in Ireland, by immediately recoining what is bought up as light, 


or foreign coin, without the delay and expenſe attendant on its remit-

AND FINANCES OF IRELAND. 


Ireland feems highly neceſſary. Its advantages are ſo many, and well 


underſtood, that there is no occaſion further to inſiſt upon them here. 
After all, perhaps, the neceſſary increaſe in Revenue, muſt proceed 

from ſomething more rapid, than that gradation in national improve- 

ment, which paſt experience has warranted us to expect: Nothing 


ſhort of an enlargement of the national capacity to extend her induſtry y 
and commerce, can permanently produce that equalization of Revenue 
and expenſe ſo much to be deſired. This only can be effected by a free 


acceſs to the Britiſh markets, and the peculiar benefit of having the 
produce of the induftry of Ireland diffuſed into the moſt remote chan- 


nels of conſumption, through the medium of Britiſh capitals—in a 


word, a permanent commercial adjuſtment with Great Britain, bids 
faireſt immediately to benefit Ireland, and effentially to advance the 


- intereſts of the Empire. Sufficient time, it is hoped, has elapſed, for - 
the people of both countries diſpaſſionately to have weighed thofe ar- 


guments, which in the moment of agitation; might have influenced 
their oppoſition :—arguments, the greater part of which, upon cool 
conſideration, muſt have appeared unfounded : It does not, however, 
come within the ſcope of a work of this kind, to enter into an exa- 
mination of thoſe difputed points. Great Britain, it may reaſonably be 


conlcuded, will no longer with-hold from a nation which has ever been 
a principal ſource of her ſtrength, advantages, which ſhe has ſo liberally 


_ interchanged with a Power *, but too frequently inimical : Nor will 
Ireland, convinced of that berality which has guided the Treaties of 
Great Britain, any longer entertain opinions of latent danger, but 


chearfully accept terms which may be founded on mutual benefit. 
Let theſe duties, and reſtraints, for ever be abolithed, whichlaw | 


clude the produce of Iriſh induſtry from free acceſs to the markets of 
Great Britam. Let it no longer be faid, that the manufactures of our 
fellow - ſubjects, are regarded with as little favour; as thoſe of nations 
the moſt hoſtile. With reciprocal advantage, let each kingdom mu- 
tually interchange her Products; ; and by nurturing, and giving

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ſtrength to the growing proſperity of Ireland, let Britain be convinced 
that ſhe adds effectually to her own.. Let the intereſts, let the powers | 

of the two kingdoms be fairly brought into one common ſtock ;: then 
will the collective energy of a great Empire, formidable when even 


feebly connected, diſplay a ſtrength, and vigour, which muſt command 


the awe and admiration of Europe. The Miniſter who ſhall effect this, 
will truly deſerve the applauſe, and gratitude. of his own, and every: 
ſucceeding age. 


To conclude :

18 s ſubmitted with every deference; at the ſame time, that nothing 
like an opinion has been ventured, which has not reſulted from con-

commercial arrangement with Great Britain; from indiſſolubly blending 
the intereſts, and advantages of the two kingdoms. The good effects 


ſuch an event muſt produce to Great Britain, cannot but be felt, and 


acknowledged by every one ſenſible of her true intereſts: As by thus 


enlarging the capacity of her Siſter country, ſhe will derive in the 
moment of danger, not the languid aid of an enfeebled dependant; but 
the animated exertions of a vigorous, and ſpirited nation, allied to her
